(p 50/0 51), which was referred to as a civilian airfield a Source observed $ 
however , that the field was only occasionally Used by commercial planes 
and that it mainly served military purposes. On the morning of 19 Sep- 
tember 1953, 2 twin-engine monoplanes wore perked at the field, while a third 
one was about to take off. The aircraft had radial engines in front 

of and below the wings and landing gears retractable to the rear. The front 
of the fuselage which was glassed to the sides and on top projected beyond the 
tips of the engines* The aft of the engine did not project beyond the trailing 
edges of the wings * The wings which had rounded tips had a slight’ dihedral 
setting to the fuselage and were fitted near its upper edge.

Accor- 
ding to ah informant, an airfield suitable for jet aircraft was to be construe 
ted about 10 kilometers west of the town ^ Source could hot determine whether 
this information was based on a rumor or on a facto^

banka and loops at various altitudes, Source learned from local residents 
that there was no airfield located in the near vicinity of Nove 

4* On 16 September, source observed an aircraft of the described type coming in 
for a landing southeast of Zilina (Q 50/0 52) where an airfield was presumably 
located* There was intensive air activity by this type of aircraft over the

5« On 16 September, source while riding a train observed that just south of 

Kolesov (P 50/0 12), west of the road, Hie open field merged into an airfield* 
Two twin-engine aircraft of the described type were parked under trees 200 to

Two newly constructed hangars were observed at the field 

6o On 19 September f the airfield about 3 kilometers southeast of Brno • (P 50/ 

N 40) was guarded and petrolled by sentries on all sides. At the road 
leading north of the field to the east there was a barracks installation 
covering an area of about 250 x 150 to 200 meters which consisted of seve- 
ral gray-green buildings 60 to 70 meters long* There was intensive indi- 
vidual flying, Ei^it to 10 aircraft of the described type and 7 MiG-I5s were 
observed at the field, A mobile radar installation consisting of a 2-meter 
long and 1. 8-meter high trailer with an antenna on top was seen near the 
barracks installation.
